Driving the Jack Rabbits. 
Rovral Press.) 

The Bakersfield people celebrat- 
ed New Year’s Monday with their 
initial round-up of the rabbits, at 
Henry Borgwardt’s ranch, four 
miles from town, westward. There 
was a circular corral at the corner 
of his alfalfa field where the sage- 
brush and pasture lie side by side. 
Frem this inclosure two wings ef 
lath fence were stretched at right 
angles for a few hundred yards. 

By 2 o’clock in the afternoon a 
large number of people had gath- 
ered, some on horseback, others in 
light vehicles. They had a com- 
manding officer and a few field 
managers. No dogs were allowed 
upon the ground,and but a few 
guns in the hands of experienced 


been so distributed and marshaled 
as'to form acurving line about a 
mile in length, a signal to move 
forward was given and the drive 
toward the corral commenced. 
The area inclosed by the drivers 
must have been less than a square 
mile, but the Echo says that “as 
they drew near the apex of the 
triangle it seemed as if there were 
acres of rabbits. Of course a great 
many .ran.back past the people, 
and several hundred were killed 
with sticks while doing so, their 
fright being so great that they 
would run within a few feet of 
one’s conveyance. When the cor- 
ral gate was shutit was found that 
the drive had been a grand success.

By actual count after they were 
killed, there were 1126 rabbits in | 
the pen. Another march was or- | 
dered, and-by passing over the 
same territory 796 rabbits were 
corraled and killed, besides a large 
number that fell by the way. It 
was generally believed that 2,500 
was a safe estimate of the total 
number killed in the two drives.” 

Of course no firearms whatever 
can be used inside the corral; only 
clubs are permissible. -Another 
observer writes: “It looked like 
very cruel sport, but their destruc- 
tion is an inexorable necessity. 
Relentless war must be waged 
against them or they will take en- 
tire possession of the country.” 

The farmers of the neighbor- 
hood appear to have been pushing 
the campaign farther, for a dis- 
patch.from Bakersfield, on the 10th 
inst., reports that 5,075 of the nim- 
ble nuisances are shown by actual 
count to have been destroyed. 
This beats the Tulare county re 
cord, 

This method of dealing with the 
destructive rodents bids fair to be- 
come quite general, where they 
abound and the lay of the land 
favors; and as our “rabbits” are all 
hares, which know not the trick of 
escaping into burrows, the results 
of the process are comparatively 
certain. .

A Remarkable Flock of sheep. 

Mr. L. I. Jenkins, writing from 
Dresden, Germany, has this to say 
of a remarkable flock of sheep: 
“Perhaps the most remarkable 
flock of Merino sheep in the world 
is to be found at Leutewitz, near 
Meissen, Germany. Here have 
been bred for four generations of 
men the descendants of the famous 
importations of Spanish Merinos 
to Saxony in 1765and 1778. Like 
all other true Mérinos, these were 
in the beginning small and hardy 
animals, yielding a small quantity 


as mutton. Now they average in 
weight: Rams 220 to 265 pounds, 


the unwashed wool—from rams, 17 
to 23 pounds, and from ewes, 13 to 
15 pounds. In the mutton, the fat 
is well mingled with the muscle 
and not accumulated in inedible 
masses, and its quality is now re- 
garded as approaching the South-

oe not only been keenly felt by the 
_~ white inhabitants of the State, but 


the Indians have had their share 
of suffering. Those of them who 
live in and around the towns have 
not suffered much for food and 
shelter, but the Indian whose home 
is away from the trade centers has 
not Lad food enough to more thau 
sustain life. This is particularly 
the case with the Indians.in the ex- 
_ treme vorthero part of tue State, 
where the settlements are few and 
far between and the population 
sparse. At Fort McDermit the In- 
dians every day, for the past three 
‘weeks, have been asking the mili- 
tary authorities for enough flour 
and meat to keep them from starv- 
ing. The Government has not 
made provision for feeding only so 
many men at the fort, and there is 
not enough food to divide with the 
red man uniess the white soldier is 
placed upon half rations. Of course 
there are thousands of cattle belong- 
ing to the settlers around there, 
but the Indian must not kill 
any of them, even to save life. If 
they do the white owner will kill 
the Indian and possibly inaugurate 
an Indian war. Nearly all of our 
- Indian wars on this coast were pre- 
cipitated by the Indians first killing 
stock, either for revenge or for 
food, and principally the latter. 
With all his aboriginal knowledge 
of the seasons the Indian does not 
know much more about the kiad of 
a Winter it is likely to be than does 
his white brother, who foretells the 
amount of snow and ize by observ- 
ing the woodpecker and chipmunk 
gathering their store in the early 
Fall. Hence it often bappens that 
the Indian is as poorly provided for 
a long and severe Winter as the 
white man who was sure of an open 
and mild one. And then again the 
Indian very often trusts to luck to 
help him through, and consequently 
is often on the verge of starvation 
long before Spring. But no matter 
what the causes are at the present 
season, there are many Indian’ in

counties suffering for enough food 
to exist on, and there seems to be 
no way to give them immediate 
help, unless the few settlers there 
give them cattle to kill and eat. I[f

THE PACIFIC ROADS. 


Accountant Stevens Suggests a 
Pian of Settlement. 

New York, Jan. 19.—Richard F. 
Stevens, chief accountant of the recent 
Pacific Railway Commission,bas writ- 
ten to United States Senator Rufus 
Blodgett, of New Jersey, in response 
to a request, his views on a seeming 
vitable basis of settlement of the 
claims of the United States against the 
Central Pacific road. Sitevens takes 
ground in favor of a settlement in line 
with the majority report of the com- 
mission to Congress, pointing out that 
an attempt of the Government to wrest 
the control from the present owners 
would meet with serious resistance in 
the courts. Stevens summarizes his 
plan of settlement as follows: 

First—To create a sinking fund,with 
two trustees, one appointed by the

Second—Let that fund embrace all 
moneys now in the hands of the 
United States, for the future pay- 
ment of interest, together with a 
semi-annual sum of $835,670 40, being 
the interest on outstanding United 
States loans. 

Third—Extending the power of the 
railroad company. 

Pourth— Keeping inviolate the pres-

CARLISLE’S SEAT. 


Views of the Minority of the Elec- 
tion Committee. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The views 
of the ininority of the Election Com- 
mittee on the Thoebe-Carlisle contest- 
ed election case was presented to the 
House this morning. The report says 
that had the case been submitted to

legations of fraud made. 

he minority do not see why, if the 
charges be true, the contestee should 
so persistily oppose an investigation, 
and his opposition is to their minds so 
strongly corroborative of the claim 
made by the contestant as to restrain 
them from supporting th» majority 
resolution without an inquiry. Pre- 
cedents are quoted in support of the 
course recommended by the minority. 
In view of allthe facis the munority 
feels obliged in what it believes to be 
the interests of exact and equal justice, 
to w'tbhold its consent to the majority 
rep rt. 

Rowell, ina supplementary report, 
states that he concurs in the majerity 
Committee report, only dissenting 
from deciding disputed questions of 
fact upon ex parie testimony. 


A Train Robbery Frustrated. 

Sr. Louis, Jan, i9.—An attempt was 
made upon the Wabash train last 
night by robbers near Missouri City. 
The train was flagged, and the engi- 
neer ordered out of his cab. Officials 
had information of the attempt, and a 
volley from shotguns met the robbers, 
the leader of whom was shot down. 


The county officials are now in pur- 
suit, and some of the robbers have 
been captured. 

Th» officials had been warned of the 
impending attack and had an armed 
posse on the train. At 9:30 P. M., as 
Cooley lake, one of the loneliest apots 
on the road, was approached, a red 
light was seen gleaming ahead. As 
the train slowed up the engineer saw 
thiee masked men, armed with rifles, 
standing on the track. “Get off 
there,’’ said the leader of the three 
men. The engineer complied, and 
just as he reached the ground an offi- 
cer in the cab fired a shot from the 
cab, which was answered by shots from 
the three robbers, which rattled around 
the engine, but did no harm. The 
three men then retired, and as they 
moved back part of the posse came up 
from the woods, where they had been 
in concealment, and opened fireon the 
robbers. About twenty sbots were ex- 
The posse continued the 
pursuit,and it is reported that one of the 
robbers has been killed and two cap- 
tured. ‘The robbers are known to be 
farmers, living in the neighbcrhood of 
Missouri City, and one of them is said 
to have been a member of the James 


gang. 


Dr. Nervin Green Objects. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Senator 
Sawyer, Chairman of the Postoffice 
Committee, called his committee to 
order at 11 o’clock this merning and 
Dr. Noryin Green, President of the 
Western Union Telegrapa Company, 
addressed the committee in opposition 
to the Government telegraph bills, He 
devoted himself first, though briefly,.to 
the constitutional questions to which 
the measure gives rise. He quoted a 


decision of the Supreme Court, in ef- 
fect thatthe telegraph business is in 
itself commerce. He touched upon 
this constitutional power, he said, 
merely because he didn’t wish 
the committee to understand that 
the company waived it. He claimed 
that no people on earth enjoyed as 
perfect a system of telegraph as Amer- 
ica. “I am told,’’ the doctor con- 
tinued, “ibat a petition bearing 500,- 
000 signatures is to be sent to this com- 
mittee in favor of a government sys- 
tem. They will come by command of 
aman with whom Powderly had a 
quarrel and not 100 men who will sign 
bave ever seen a telegraph message.”’

GASH. IN NATURE'S FACE. | 


Black Canyon in the Summit of the | 


Big Morn Mountains. , _. ' 


Black Canyon is cleft in the very 
summit of the Big Horn mountains 
and. yawns for a somewhat tortuous 
length of thirty miles, stretching from 
its junction with the canyon, through 
which the waters of the Big “Horn 
river force their way southeastward 
into Wyoming and almost to the 
boundaries of the National Park, 
writes a correspondent of the St. Paul 
*‘Pioneer Press.’”’ It has never been 
thoroughly explored, but, at the 
southermost extremity, maintains a 
nearly uniform depth of two thousand 
feet. As westerners well know, 
mountains in these parts are treeless, 
and reach to the snow line or beyond 
in gradual and _ rounded slopes. 
There is not the slightest indication 
of the Black Canyon un‘ one reaches 
its very verge, and the effect of the 
contrast between its densely-wooded 
sides, where ‘‘the tall pines, like fun- 
eral plumes, ’” wave to and fro and 
sing ceaselessly, and the treeless ac- 
clivities behind, is as unique as can 
be imagined. Well is it named 
“‘Black,’’ for these same pines, 
massed as they are with naught but 
the denser foliage displayed give an 
air of Erebus itself to the whole huge 
fissure. Bringing into more marked 
effect the somberness of the greater 
portion of the canyon are huge white 
cliffs, perfeetly perpendicular, and 
with their sheer height of more than 
a third of a mile towering into im- 
pressiveness which compels silence 
on the part of the looker-on, be he 

arrulous as Falstaff or querulous as 
iolman. 

He.would be a queer American 
who, looking down into the chasm, 
did not feel an immediate and irre- 
sistible desire to penetrate the depths 
and look up. To accomplish this is 
arduous, but neither difficult nor dan- 
gerous. Twoor three miles south of 
the debouching of the Big Horn can- 
yon a bridle path leads to the bottom 
of the Black. Itis partly the bed of 
a stream which depends upon the 
rainy season for its flow and partly a 
track made by bears, elk, or deer, 
terraced as it were in the very side of 
the steepness. From the entrance 
to the deep wood to the bottom 
is about a mile and 
three-quarters by this path and 
over all but a half mile it is pos- 
sible to ride. Steep asthe side of a 
house in almostevery part, but wind- 
ing sufficiently to allow the line of 
direction to be maintained within 
one’s base, a careful horse can make 
good progress till more than half way 
down. Then must. his rider dis- 
mount, for what was steep becomes 
precipitous now, and the footway in- 
stead of being hard and even is cov- 
ered with sand, earth, loose stones 
and other detritus from the towering 
sides above. Both horse and rider 
must slide; and, asin the middle of 
the steepest part the path bends 
round a large rock, at an acute angle 
while to the right yawns a precipice 
hundreds of feet in depth, one has 
the elation which comes of semi- 
danger after he has passed this evil 
half-mile of descent with the com- 
placency of him who has encountered 
and overcome obstacles. Yet it isn’t 
really very dangerous, since the loose 


earth helps to hold one back, and a‘ 


number of army ladies have made 
the descent in perfect safety, but with 


} more or less damage to habiliments. 


Once landed on the perfeutiy level 
suriace at the botiom of the big can- 
yon the explorer finds that the sides 
do net meet, as they seem to do 
when looked at from above, but are 
7g eaeress from a few hundred feet to 

a quarter of a mile. The huge bare 
walls of rock are even more impres- 
sive when seen from below, and seem 
like the battlements of some huge 

castle erected by Titans, and worthy 
of defense by the Olympian gods. 
Shut out from world and singing its 
merry, dashing song through the cen- 
ter of the lower level, runs Canyon 
meek, here deep and narrow, there 
wide ‘and wadeable, and always as 
cold as ice and as clear as crystal. 
Why not? It is fed by snow and ice, 
and on its waves the sun can pour its 
beams but four or five hours out of 
every twenty-four. And in_ that 
creek, what trout! Lovely salmon- 
colored fellows; the mountain trout 
of Montana and ‘Idaho; gamey as the 
oldest and bravest of their Allegheny 
brethren; delicious to the palate as a 
Ward could desire, and sizable in 
that many attain the noble size of 
three or four-pounders, and few which 
the angler cares to save weigh less 
than a pound. They will bite at any- 
thing from a piece of red flannel 
coatiining to a grasshopper, and to 
see one snatch at bait in the midst of 
a headlong rush up stream, and then 
to feel the thrill in wrist and shoulder 
as he resents the barb, is to “‘have 
fun’’ in as true and full a sense as the . 
heart of a fisherman ever imagined.
